There  seems  little  likelihood  of  its  be- 
ing brought  about  except  by  a  change 
in  the  viewpoint  of  people.  possibly 
this  will  only  come  as  the  result  of 
bitter  experience,  just  as  in  the  State 
of  Washington  a  period  of  depression 
forced  people  to  the  production  of 
wealth,  by  going  out  of  the  cities.  Into 
the   country,    and    raising    food    products. 


Lord  Pirrle  In  evidence  which  he  has 
given  before  the  Dominions  Royal  Com- 
mission .says  that  the  minimum  deptn 
which  harbor  engineers  or  any  report 
on  harbor  facilities  should  now  recom- 
mend is  at  least  forty-Aye  feet.

Company's   Position 

Last  year  the  company,  through  its 
solicitor.  Mr.  F.  A.  McDiarmld,  notified 
the  city  that  it  holds  that  tho  city's 
work  is  -the  providing  of  the  under- 
ground system  which  will  bo  used  by 
the  company  if  the  city  supplies  it.  If

It  renders  them  more 
composed  an, i  patient,  and  better  satis- 
fled  with  themselves.  Being  a  factor  in 
the  production  of  health  and  happiness. 
It  also  becomes  a  means  of  cure.  In 
those  asylums  in  which  work  is  care- 
fully organized  for  patients,  the  mor- 
tality rate  Is  decreased,  mechanical  re- 
straint is  reduced  to  a  minimum,  and 
recoveries  arc  more  frequent;  the  spirits 
of  the  patients  arc  brightened,  the 
labor  of  those  who  attend  them  is 
ameliorated,  and  the  mission  of  the 
State  and  Provinces  which  thus  provide 
not  only  for  the  custody,  but  also  for 
the  recovery  of  their  patients  la  en- 
obled.  Hence  every  good  usylum  pos- 
sesses an  agricultural  colony,  and  some 
city  asylums,  which  at  one  time  did  not 
possess  one,  •  have  been  transferred  to 
the  country  in  order  that  they  may  do 
so.'  " 

"I.  may  say  that  the  institution  -  has 
been  visited  by  the  leading  alienists  of 
Canada  and  America  and  our  methods 
are  being  adopted  in  whole,  or  In  part, 
In  many  places.

STATE  ITS  POSITION 


Unless  It  Is  Prepared  to  Finish 
the  Contracts  at  Stipulated 
Price  City  May  Establish 
Paving  Plant. 


•  With  the  prospects  of  funds  being 
early  available  wherewith  to  proceed 
with  the  local  Improvement  programme, 
the  city  will  immediately  call  upon  the 
Canadian  Mineral  Rubber  Company 
which  has  contracts  aggregating  in  cost 
$300,000,  to  state  just  what  it  intends 
doing.  II  the  company  will  not  com- 
plete the  work  as  stipulated  except  at 
a  price  higher  than  that  set  forth  In 
the  contract,  the  question  of  cancelling 
the  contracts  and  undertaking  tho  work 
by  day  labor  will  be  aerlously  consid- 
ered. This  latter  step  would  involve  the 
purchase  of  a  paving  plant  and  other 
necessary  plant 

The  matter  came  before  the  streets 
committee  of  the  City  Council  y ester 
day  afternoon  on  report  of  Assistant 
Engineer  Forman  setting  forth  what 
work  has  still  to  be  done 

Mayor  Stewart  referred  to  the  experi- 
ence of  the  Council  last  year  when  tho 
pining  company  demanded  an  Increase 
of  10  per  cent  in  the  cost  of  the  work 
on  Gorge.  Road  and  Douglas  Street.  Tho 
company  had  claimed  that  the  delay  on 
the  part  of  the  1912  Council,  becauso  of 
financial  difficulties,  had  forced  it  to 
disband  its  working  force  and  remove 
a  considerable  part  of  its  plant.  The 
Mayor  declared  that  if  tho  paving  com- 
papy  is*  in  liquidation,  it  Is  its  du,ty  to 
?tate  just  what  it  is  prepared  to  do, 
whether  to  carry  out  its  contracts  at 
the  price  tendered  or  not.  It  is  not 
the  place  of  the  city,  the  Mayor  opined, 
to  have  to  go  to  the  company  and  It 
to  name  its  own  terms.  The  companj 
should  either  do  the  work  as  it  con- 
tracted   to   do   or   get  off    tho  job. 

Alderman  McNeill,  chairman  of  the 
finance  committee,  pointed  out  that  coin- 
pany's  contracts  call  for  the  expendi- 
ture of  about  $300,000.  In  all  there  are 
local  improvement  works  of  Vftrfoun 
kinds  whh'h  are  estimated  to  cost  J67<V 
000.  Will  thr  city  do  tho  balance  of 
this  work  itself  or  let  It  out  by  con- 
tract? Tbeae  were  points  which  should 
he  settled  a.t  onoe.  He  believed  that 
unless  the  paving  company  would  do  its 
work  at  the  original  price  the  city 
should  tako  It  over.  He  urged*  that  as 
coon  as  the  funds  expected  In  a  shori 
time  arc  avallablo  the  city  should  take 
step*    to   acquire    Its   own    paving    plant. 

Alderman  Todd  strongly  favored  got- 
tlng  estimates  on  a  paving  plant  and 
securing  It  when  the  funds  are  avail- 
able.. 

On  Alderman  Cuthbert's  sugjreKtior 
the  solicitor  will  be  Instructed  to  re 
port  on  the  city's  position  relative  to 
the  paving  contracts  and  the  engineer 
will  be  asked  to  report  on  the  cost  of  a 
pacing  plant  and  such  other  details  rel- 
ative  thereto   as   are   necessary.

TR'  S  meeting  of  the  trade  and  con? 
merce  committee  of  the  Board  of  Trade 
held  yesterday  afternoon  the  prae« 
tlcabUity  of  increjatingr  the  export  ot 
timber  from  'British  Columbia  to  India 
was  discussed! 

Colonel  H.  Apploton  was  present  by 
special  invitation  to  give  the  mem- 
bers some  Information  with  reference  to 
the  possibilities  of  the  development  of 
a  market  in  the  Orient.  His  long  resi- 
dence in  India  enabled  him  to  speak 
with  authority,  and  he  declared  that 
there  waa  no  doubt  that  -Douglas  fir, 
cedar  and  spruce  would  find  a  ready 
sale  in  East  India  if  the  qualities  of 
these  woods   were  better  known   there. 

A  form  of  tender  issued  by  onftsJfll 
the  India  State  railway  companies  was 
presented.  it  was  pointed  out  that 
somo  of  its  clauses  would  not  find 
favor  with  the  Provincial  shippers.  One 
was  that  the  first  90  per  cent  of  the 
payment  would  be  made  at  Calcutta 
after  the  shipment  had  been  passed  by 
the  inspectors.  The  remaining  1 0  per 
cent,  it  was  set  out,  would  be  forth- 
coming after  another  inspection  and 
the  securing  of  a  certificate  to  the 
effect  that  all  the  provisions  of  the 
Contract  had  been  complied  with.  .  ■■■-. 
Onerous    Conditions 

Another  proviso  receiving  considera- 
tion was  that  90  per  cent  of  the  ties 
should  hold  to  the  full  dimensions 
specified,  while  the  remaining  10  per 
cent  might  contain  some  of  short 
width  up  to  one-quarter  of  an  inch  or 
short  thickness  up  to  one-eighth  of  an 
inch,  the  full  measurement  of  the  ties 
to  bo  6  feet  by  8  inches  by  4  1-2  in- 
ches. These  onerous  conditions,  it 
was  observed,  did  not  require  comment. 

As  a  result  of  further  debate,  a  plan 
was  evolved  which,  if  successfully  car- 
ried out,  will  tend  to  remove  the  dis- 
abilities indicated  in  connection  with 
the  export  of  lumber  and  may  lead  to 
tho  development  of  a  large  volume  of 
business,  as  there  appears  to  be  little 
doubt  that  British  Columbia  timber  is 
suitable  in  every  respect  for  the  re- 
quirements of  the  Indian  market  ant^ 
that  there  Is  a  great  dear  of  it  wanted.

Just  what  rate  the  city  will  have  to 
pay  for  this  loan  cannot  be  definitely 
stated,  as  the  market  rates  vary  from 
day  to*  day.

The 
by-laws,  as  Just  passed  by  the  Council, 
Will  go  to  Toronto,  where  they  will  be 
passed  upon  by  the  solicitors  for  the 
fiscal '  agents,  and  when  found  correct, 
cable  no tiflcatlon  to  that  effect  will  he 
forwarded  to  London.  The  comptroller 
stated  that  all  these  preliminaries  can 
be  settled  and  everything  be  ready  in 
London  within  two  weeks,  so  that  by  the 
middle  of  February  word  of  the  flotation 
of  the  loan  should  be  had.

Wood-Block'.-  Pavements  Have 
Served  Term  of  By-Law 
and  Are  in  Bad  Shape- 
May  Be  Resurfaced. 


The  repavlng  of  a  considerable  area 
of  the  downtown  section  Is  a  question 
which  must  be  faced  by  the  present 
City  Council.  There  are  a  number  of 
Streets,  the  pavement  on  which  has 
been  down  for  more  than  ten  years,  the 
terms  of  the  by-laws  1  under  which  theae 
streets  were  Improved. 

The  thoroughfares  are:  Yates  Street, 
from  Douglas  to  Government;  Broad 
Street,  from  Fort  to  Yates;  Yates  Street, 
from  Government  to  "Wharf;  Govern- 
ment Street,  from  Courtney  to  Hum. 
boldt. 

To  repava  the  streets  with  wood 
blocks,  tho  present  type  of  pavement,  is 
estimated  to  cost  $40,000.  They  are  at 
present  in  a  bad  state  of  disrepair. 

To  make  these  repairs  would  mean 
that  the  cost  thereof  would  be  charged 
up  against  general  revenue.  To  renew 
the  pavements  on  the  local  improvement 
plan  would  be  charging  the  greater 
portion  of  the  cost  against  the  property 
owners.  The  now  paving  could  be  ex- 
peditiously done,  as  tho  pre;"* ^t  concrete 
base  would  suffice,  and  only  the  re- 
blocking  would  be  necessary. 

The  matter  will  be  further  considered 
by  the  streets  committee  when  th« 
whole  question  of  this  year's  works  pro- 
gramme  is  dealt  with.

Homecraft 

There  is  a  movement  all  over  this 
continent  to  give  girls  a  course  in  heme* 
craft.  Such  educators  argue  that  SO 
per  cent  or  more  of  women  get  mar- 
ried sooner  or  later.  State  education 
In  the  peat  gave  no  specific  training  in 
the  care  of  children,  or  tbe  management 
of  a  home.  Girls  studied  in  ril«li 
school  and  college  higher  mathematics 
and  the  dead  languages,  as  well  a:; 
English  literature  and  modern  lan- 
guages. Their  time  in  school  and  Out 
was  devoted  from  early  childhood  to 
their  school  studies.  The  home  training 
iWhich  their  mother  received  was  im- 
possible.  Tho  oonaeQuence  was  that  the 
average  girl,  after  her  graduation,  did 
not  know  how  to  make  a  loaf  of  breud

languages, 

"Household     management,  a 

study,  is  a  feature  of  the  third  year  of 
the  course.  Applied  design  and  applied 
physics  are  among  the  subjects  that 
may  be  selected  by  the  students.  In 
the  fourth  year  the  girls  delve  a  little 
deeper  into  the  philosophy  of  homecraft 
by  means  of  a  required  course  on  social 
efficiency.  They  may  also  regale  them- 
selves  with   a   number  of  more  advanced 

studies,  such  »s:  Fundamentals  of  legal 
procedure:  physiology,  bacteriology,  and 
sanitation:  household  <le*slgii  and  decora* 
tion. 

"Throughout  the  course  the  emphasis 
is  on  applied,  rather  than  theoretical 
knowledge;  and  the  work  ia  «0  arranged 
that  regardless  of  whether  a  girl  com- 
pletes the  four-year  course,  or  leaves 
before  Rhe  finishes,  she  ban  acquired  a 
fund  of  workable  ideas  of  direct  value 
to  her  in  the  lmmadia.tr>  problems  of  her 
life.

Dr.  Louis  Dechmann  Thinks 
Bacillus  Is  Result  Not  Cause 
of  Tuberculosis  —  Explains 
Views  to  Government, 


That  the  a.-c-ptod  theory  of  the 
"litfin  of  tuberculosis  and  (lit-  most 
effective  methods  of  combating  this 
■  Iread  disease  arr-  radically  unsound  is 
the  opinion  of  l>r.  L,od1h  Dechmann, 
who  appeared  before  the  Executive 
Council   yesterday  morning. 

I'r  Di'i'hrnann,  who  was  introduced 
by  Mr.  "William  Hlakemore,  found  him- 
s.-lf  confronted  In  the  Executive  Cham- 
ber, not  only  by  the  Ministers  of  tho 
Province  and  the  officials  of  the  Pro- 
vincial Department  of  Agriculture,  but 
by  some  of  the  leading  scientists  on 
this  continent.  Among  those  who  wrro 
present  were  the  veteran  sclentiBt  Dr. 
Shaw,  who  for  many  years  has  been 
chief  agricultural  adviser  to  the  G.N.R. 
With  him  was  Dr.  Van  Norman,  dean  of 
the  faculty  of  agricultural  science  of 
the  University  of  California;  Dr.  Had- 
wen.  D.  V.  S..  Assistant  Dominion 
Pathologist,  who  makes  his 

ji.ndtiuarters  at  the  Dominion  Experi- 
mental B^arrn  at  Agasslz  as  Investigator 
for  the  Department  of  Animal  Industry; 
*r..P.  m;  Moore,  Superintendent  of  the 
Dominion ;'*Wrts^'^; jr»rtt|-:Mr.  John 
Turner.

Br.  Deohmann's  Theory 
In  defiance  of  all  recognized  auttlorl- 


iles  on  tne  aunject.  Dr.  Dechmann  pro 
pounded    the    theory    to    tho    Executive 
that     tuberculosis    was    a    generative 
disease,  and  was.  not  merely  contagious, 
gyhtrtee;  Pmt.  tfo  hfccfflliB  was  the  re- 


sdlt  and  not.  the  cause  of  the  disease. 

as  was  proved  by  the  fact  that  in  the 
earlier  stages  1t  was  absent.  He  3w* 
clared  that  the  germ  was  the  result  of 
the  breaking  down  of  the  cells  and  the 
decomposition  of  the  tissue. 

Enlarging  on  tills  proposition,  he 
held  that  to  attack  the  germ  by  a 
serum  or  a  specific  of  any  kind  could 
do  nothing  more  than  destroy  tho  germ, 
and  that  It  was  useless  for  rebuilding 
the  walls  of  the  cell  or  In  rehabilitating 
tho  body.  Dr.  Dechmann  condemned  all 
existing  specifics,  and  argued  that  ^lie 
only  scientific  procedure  was  to  bac- 
teriallzo  the  blood,  supplying  it  with 
deficient  ingredients,  to  rebuild  the 
damaged   tissue. 

Tie  made  an  offer  to  the  Government 
to  prove  the  value  of  his  system  of 
treatment,  which  conolsted  for  the  most 
part  of  treating  animals  in  healthy  and 


well-ventilated  byres.  He  Bald  that  If 
he  could  bo  given  twenty  animals  and 
the  Government  would  bear  the  expenue 
of  the  tent,  including  some  small  cost 
for  his  services,  he  would  prove  the 
actual   reliability  of  his  cure. 

Ills  statements  formed  the  subject  of 
a  rapid  cross-examination  from  Dr. 
.Shaw  and  others  of  the  scientific  parly 
who  were  present.

If  the  engraving 
is  fairly  well  done  and  the  color  of 
approximate  correctness,,  it  becomes 
a  dangerous  counterfeit  ap^|j^»kere.

In  thla  connection  the  "cheek 
letter"  of  ten  -comes  into  play.  All  Gov- 
eminent  notes  ere  printed'  of  one  de- 
nomination, four  on  a  sheet  end  ere 
lettered  respectively,  A,  B,  C  and  D.

Skipper  Who  Inaugurated  Har- 
rison Service  With  Centur- 
ion Has  Had  Charge  of 
Three   Different  Vessels, 


In  command  of  Captain  Mnycot.-k,  the 
veteran  skipper  of  the  Harrison  Direct 
lleei,  who  lirst  inaugurated  the  com- 
pany's service  to  this  Coast  with  the 
steamship  Centurion,  the  big  freighter 
Engineer  warped  alongside  the  Outer 
Docks  shortly  after  6  o'clock  yesterday 
afternoon  from  Antwerp  and  Liverpool, 
after  a  stormy  passage  up  the  Coast 
from  San  Francisco.  Three  times  Cap- 
tain Maycock  has  piloud  a  vessel  of 
the  Harrison  Line  to  this  port,  and  on 
each  occasion  he  has  been  in  charge 
of  a  different  ship.  First  here  with 
the  Centurion,  lie  made  his  second  pas- 
sage to  this  Coast  with  the  Craftsman, 
and  on  the  present  voyage:  he  is  quar- 
tered   nn     the    bridge    of    the    Engineer. 

The  Engineer  sailed  tttnu  Liverpool 
on  November  16,  and  remarkably  ge  I 
"either  was  experienced  until  the  liner 
reached  the  Atlantic  side  of  the  Ma- 
gellan Straits,  when  the  first  heavy 
seas  swept  hm-  docks,  Despite  the 
heavy  weather  Captain  Mayeock  pUflhed 
his  vessel  ah.ad  and  made  the  entrance 
to  the  .Southern  Straits  well  on  schehd- 
ule. 

Banal  Busting  in  Paclflo 

Another  dusting  was  awaiting  in  1, 
however,  after  getting  clear  of  Capo 
Pillar  on  the  Pacific,  side,  and  for  eight- 
een hours  the  freighter's  nose  was  con- 
tinually engulfed  in  tremendous  seas. 
After  leaving  the  dirty  weather  behind, 
the  Engineer  made  good  time  up  the 
South  American  Coast,  and  San  Fran- 
cisco was  reached  just  sixty  days  out 
from  the  .Mersey.

The  Engineer 
was  at  Han  1'rancisco  and  Oakland  two 
weeks, 

Senator  Overhauled  Her 

From  the  Golden  Gate  the  Engineer 
ran  neck  and  neck  with  the  passenger 
steamer  Senator,  and  the  rosult^of  an 
Interesting  race  was  that  the  Pacific 
Coast  craft  succeeded  in  beating  her 
largt  r  rival  by  about  thirty  minutes. 
The  Engineer  sailed  from  San  Francis- 
co Just  an  hour  ahead  of  the  Senator, 
but  the  latter  overhauled  her  outside 
Cape    Flattery. 

Captain  Mayeock  accounts  for  his  de- 
feat by  the  fact  that  the  Engineer,  run- 
ning light,  had  her  propeller  out  of  the 
water  most  of  the  time  and  through 
taking  a  longer  course.  The  Engineer 
Is  a  sister  ship  to  the  Candidate  and 
was  built   five  years  ago. 

The  working  of  cargo  will  start  at 
7  a.  m.  today,  and  It  Is  expected  that 
the  freighter  will  get  away  for  Vancou- 
ver  on   Monday. 

The  Engineer  has  consigned  to  this 
port  964  tons  of  general  freight,  whbh 
Is  the  largest  single  shipment  ever 
brought  out  by  a  vessel  of  the  Harris- 
on fleet.
